It Is Just Like the Original 
Bill, but It Has Other 
Backers. 





If the House of Delegates spends five 
months considering what not to do with 
on. naatvral gas bill, how much time 


will pe required to discover a way of 
doing ucthing with two? 

That question in legislative mathe- 
matics has been raised by the introduc- 
tion of a new measure, almost word 
for word like the original bill now pend- 
ing in the House. 

The second bill was presented to the 
House of Delegates by Fred Wiedmer 
of the Thirteenth Ward, at the request 
of a man he described as “one of the 
most prominent attorneys in St, Louis.’’ 
Mr. Wiedmer said he could not disclose 
the name of the bill’s author, because 
he had pledged himself not to do so. 

Talty Drew the Bill. 

Judge John A. Talty stated to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday morn- 
ing that he’ drew the bill introduced 
by Delegate Wiedmer. He said: “I am 
attorney here for Mr. Barnsdall of 
Pittsburg, the biggest natural gas man 
in the country. He is in practical con- 
trol of the gas fields of the southwest 
and is at the head of the companies that 
supply natural gas in Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and elsewhere in this part of the 
country. I drew up the bill as his at- 
torney. His is the real company—the 
one with the gas and the one able to 
serve St. Louis and give the city cheap 
gas,’’ 

In all essential and most minor par- 
ticllars Wiedmer’s bill is the same as 
the Reynolds measure. They differ ma- 
terially Only in the length of the period 
for the filing of a bond—which its 90 
days in the latest proposition. 

Chairman W. J. Brennan of the Com- 
mittée on Public Improvements, says he 
will grant a public hearing on Wied- 
mer’s bill as soon as it has had its 
second reading, and will then promptly 
report either it or the Reynolds bill, ac- 
cordingly as the committce is 
filed with the financial ability of the 
grantees to bring gas to St. Louis. 

Pittaburg Men Interested. 

The grantees named in Wiedmer’s bil; 
are Eugene P. Whitcomb and Theodore 
N. Barnsdall of Pittsburg, Pa. Barns- 
dall is president of the Kansasz Nat- 
ural Gas Co., which is supplying nat- 
ural gas to Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
Joplin. He is president also of the 
Union Natural Gas and Oil Co. of Pitts- 
burg. Whitcomb’s commercial] identity 
has not been announced by Wiedmer. 

The Committee on Public Improve- 
ments asked George V. Reynolds and 
James O. Rodgers who are behind the 
first bil what they knew of Barns- 
dall and Whitcomb. Chairman Bren- 
nan says Rodgers corroborated the 
statement that Barnsdall is one of the 
biggest producers ot natural gas in 
the country. 

Mr. Rogers was asked about the new 
gas’ bill. He said: ‘All I can say for 
publication is this, that I am disap- 
poin':d over the additional delay and 
that I was surprised at the Introduction 
of another natural gas bill this late in 
the session. I wonder why, if they in- 
tended introducing such a bill, it was 
not done earlier. 


“I don't know, Mr. Whitcomb, but. I 
do know Mr. Barnsdall, by reputation, 
mot personally. He is a natural gas 
man. I don’t think it would be good 
taste in me to discuss the new measure 
or the men behind it.” 

Ford Smith, Joel Wilson, Charles F. 
Ziebold and N. P. Zimmer of the Unit- 
ed Natural Gas Committee were on 
hand Friday night to urge the pas- 
Sage of a bili that will insure natural 
fas at 35 cents a thousand cubic 
feet. They were not admitted to the 
committee room.

INDIANAPOLIS,, Ind., Sept. 26.—The 
local option Dill which has split both 
political parties into factions, Wwas 
passed by the House of Representa- 
tives this morning by a vote of 55 to 4 
and will now go to the Governor who 
will sign it. 

Chiefly in order to get local option 
Gov. Hanly called the _ legislature 
in special session a week ago although 
Republican leaders warned him that 
such action was likely to cost the Re- 
publicans the State. 

The State campaign is now being hot- 
ly waged on the local option issue, 
Representative Watson, the Republican 
nominee for Governor, devoting al] his 
speeches to championing loca! option. 
Thomas F. Marshall, the Democratic 
nominee, favors township and ward op- 
tion. 

The Democrats in the legislature vot- 
ed against the local option bill and the 
Republican voted for it. Charges of 
lobby and brewery influences have been 
freely hurled during the fight. 

A dramatic scene followed the call of 
Representative Johnson's name on the 
roll. He had voted favoring an indefi- 
nite postponement last Thursday. His 
daughter, on whom the temperance 
workers had relied on winning his vote 
for the bill, sat beside him. Explaining 
his vote he said: 

“T have not favored this measure, 
it has not been to my liking. But be- 
cause of certain influences’’—and he 
jaid his hand on his daughter's shoul- 
der and looked into her face—I feel it 
my duty to vote—”’ here he broke down 
and cried, utterly unable to proceed.

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AN APPENDICITIS ROMANCE. 

Two souls with but a single thought, two hearts 
that beat as one—and we must add two ap- 
pendices sympathetically afflicted, to make up the 
sum total of the piquing and palpitating romance 
that culminated in a pretty marriage the other 
night. 

Three months ago the beautiful young indy, 
little suspecting what Cupid and the surgeons 
had in store for her, was takem to a sanitarium 
where her case was diagnosed as appendicitis 
(which is nothing but a symptom of love, as we 
how know it to be). 

Love is infectious. The handsome young man 
who daily called to inquire how the lovely pa- 
tient’s recovery progressed found himself stricken 
one day with the exquisite agonies of the tender 
malady. Cupid’s shaft had found his vulnerable 
spot—yes, the symptoms were unmistakable; it 
Was appendicitis, and acquired through sympathy, 
the young man insisted. Love is nothing if not 
sympathetic. 

The fortunate lovers now had much in ¢tom- 
mon. New bonds, new links, strengthened their 
indissoluble affinity—and how obvious is the 
sequel! All’s well that ends well, even a rudi- 
mentary caudal appendage. Let us abbreviate 
the tale with noting that the surgeons performed 
their service admirably, and the minister his 
likewise. We can wish nothing better for the 
happy pair than that their whole book of life, 
from the index to the appendix, shall be one un- 
interrupted romance of wedded bliss. 

The free bridge continues to make no progress. 
The advocates of the project should take ad- 
vantage of the diversion caused by the political 
excitement to shove it along a little. If they can 
accomplish nothing when nobody is looking what 
can they do when all eyes are fastened upon 
them. 
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PUBLIC AND PRIVATE NOISES. 

The citizens’ appeal to the police to put a stop 
to the racket made by trackbuilders of the United 
Railways Co. resulted in an appeal to the men 
in charge to make as little noise as possible. 

It may be this is necessary noise and = people 
will have to bear it until the work is completed. 

But there is a vast volume of unnecessary 
noise which can be stopped by any citizen. In- 
deed, it is often made by the citizen himself. 

There is probably no demonstration of abso- 
lute thoughtlessness of others’ comfort so com- 
plete as that afforded by people who make a 
prodigious racket without knowing it or rather 
without thinking about it. The sick and nervous 
are tormented by such noises, often beyond en- 
durance, and serious results follow; and the 
best answer given when the noise maker is re- 
minded of his offence is “I did not think.” 

That is the real fact. He did not think: But 
it is not especially commendable for any citizen 
to go crying to the police to stop the noises which 
may be called public, until he subdues the private 
noises which he makes in his own home and 
neighborhood to the infinite discomfort of sick 
and strong. Let him think of these; then he 
ean think clearly to think of the larger uproar 
made by the public service corporations and auto- 
mobile horn blowers.

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THE TERMINAL RAILWAY GRANT. 

One of the most important measures to be 
considered by the Municipal Assembly is the 
Municipal Terminal Commission’s bill enabling 
the Terminal Railway to utilize the Ranken tract 
for railroad yards, by closing a number of streets, 
The property, which oceupies 20 city blocks and 
is 3600 feet long by 1400 feet wide, was acquired 
by the Terminal Railway for the purpose of 
extending its yards and making room for ad- 
ditional team tracks and warehouses. 

The bill was drawn by the Terminal Commis- 
sion as part of its duty to suggest physical im- 
provements of terminal facilities for the han- 
dling of the city’s traffic. We may assume that 
the Commission has done its work carefully 
from the standpoint of the needs of railways 
and shippers and that in view of the needs 
of traffic its members, with the exception of 
President O’Reilly, who worked with the com- 
mission, but refused to sign the report, recom- 
mended the bill for passage in good faith as 
the best measure they could devise to meet its 
objects. 

We may assume that the bill meets the needs 
of the railways and the shippers for additional 
track and warehouse accommodations ig the 
Millcreek Valley. There cannot be any question 
of the necessity of enlarging these facilities, 
which are wholly inadequate for the handling of 
St. Louis traffic. ; 
‘ Nor can there be any question that the en- 
largement of track and warehouse accommoda- 
tions on this side of the river is a vital factor 
in the changing of St. Louis deliveries from the 
Mast to the West side. So long as the terminal 
yards and tracks on this side are inadequate to 
handle the traffic, St. Louis terminals will re- 
main on the East Side. 

But there is another interest to. be considered 
—the general interest of the city. 

The bill provides for the closing of all north 
and south thoroughfares over the tract except 
one—Compton avenue. That avenue is to be 
turned into a 50-foot subway for the accommo- 
dation of all wagon traffic and travel within 
the area of the property. Two other thorough- 
fares, now open, Ewing and Theresa avenues, 
are to be closed. Altogether, five out of six 
north and south streets, only three of which 
are now open, are to be vacated. In addition, 
many east and west streets, a few open, but 
most of them only designated on the map, are 
to be vacated. 


The sole compensation for the vacation of all 


city streets and the closing of all except one 
north and south thoroughfare is the building 
of the Compton avenue subway at a cost of $250,- 
000. The street area to be vacated by the city 
and turned over to the use of the Terminal Rail- 
way is about 18 acres. 

The questions to be decided are: 

In view of the fact that the additional facili- 
ties, although required by St. Louis traffic, will 
be the property of the terminal railroads, will 
be used by the railroads for their profit, is the 
compensation sufficient? _ 

Is it good policy for the city, in view of 
future needs for thoroughfares for street traffic, 
to permit the closing of so many streets, especial- 
ly north and south streets? Will not a lack of 
thoroughfares in this district be a serious incon- 
venience in the future? 

We believe in letting the railroads build as 
extensive terminal facilities as the traffic re- 
quires. We do not believe in bottling up either 
the railroads or the city’s traffic. But the facili- 
ties should be acquired and constructed at the 
expense of the railroads and the franchises for 
them should Be granted only on terms which 
protect in full all the rights and interests of the 
public. It is from this standpoint that this 
Terminal grant should be considered. 
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Orville Wright is recovering his health. This 
is more important to the world than the recovery 
of a lost reputation by an unfortunate politician. 
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HERE’S YOUR CHANGE. 

When a woman rides on one of Mr. Beggs’ cars 
in Milwaukee hereafter, and tenders a $5 Dill 
to the conductor, it will be accepted without 
grumbling, but she will have to accept an order 
on the company for $4.95 change. 

This is a reasonable rule. It may happen now 
and then that a passenger finds himself on a 
street car without a cent of change; and he may 
be in no wise to blame. But, generaliy speaking, 
a little foresight will prevent such embarrass- 
ment. And even if he acts in good faith he has 
no right to make the conductor share the conse- 
quent inconvenience. 

The worst and real offenders, however, are 
women. And it must be owned with sorrow that 
often they “do it on purpose.” An order for $4.95 
payable at the company’s office the other side 
of town will be a healthy reminder, and proba- 
bly they won’t offend again. 

Of course we all know that Mr. Beggs’ corpo- 
rations are saturated with sin, but if we are 
polite to them and don’t make them mad, maybe 
they will be polite to us and give us what we 
pay for. 
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The campaign is bearing considerable fruit in 
the way of canceled dates of discredited orators. 








LONG DISTANCE PHONES FOR SENATORS. 

All of the telltale letters so far read by Mr. 
Hearst are of dates not later than 1904 and it 
is suggested that such disclosures would be im- 
possible in these days. 

Have we grown better during the uproarious 
four years since Mr. Roosevelt’s election to the 
presidency? Not precisely that; but the long 
distance telephone is in more general use. 

There is @ @ng row of long distance telephone 
booths in the retiring room of the United States 
Senate and it is said they are occupied most 
of the time, with a line of honorable senators 
waiting for the word “next.” 

That is why scandals like this involving For- 
aker, Haskell, Archbold and McLauren cannot 
arise out of present transactions. 

Instead of writing to My Dear Senator, Mr.

RUST PROOF IRON. 


A PROCESS has recently been. dis- 





covered by a Minneapolis inventor 

for producing a coating fron which 
has the characteristics of lead in resist- 
ing acids, and the characteristics of sinc 
in resisting rusting action. He found 
that his electrical process enable him 
to make an alloy of lead and zinc which 
is decidedly positive to ifon. Only a 
fraction of 1 per cent of sinc will per- 
manently alloy with lead when empioy- 
ing methods hitherto In use, and such a 
small fraction of zinc does not alter the 
negative potential in the lead. His 
method provides a sufficiently large per 
cent of lead in the alloys. 

The process consists of passing a 
heavy electric current through a com- 
paratively small cross section of the 
plating metal while tt ie in a molten 
condition. In practice the electric cur- 
rent used is an alternating current of 
high frequency, and the amount used is 
about 1300 amperes to a cross section of 
three-eighths of an inch of metal. 

The inventor states that when lead is 
subjected to this process, this current 


passing through the metal creates aj 


molecular disturbance, which perma- 
nently changes its physical condition, 
and gives it new and distinct properties. 
One of the important new properties is 
its affinity for iron and steel, making 
it very suitable for coating those metals.

John D. Knapp, the solicitor for the 
Laclede Gas Light Co., who appeared 
before the United Light, Heat and Pow- 
er Committee to urge the passage of 
the natural gas bill, has resigned. . 

“As soon as 1 saw my name in the 
newspapers I resigned,’ said Mr. 
Knapp. ‘‘The three other solicitors who 
went with me fo the meeting have been 
asked by the company to make written 
statements as to why they accompanied 
me. 

“IT have been with the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. six and «ne-half years and 1 
am an all-around gas man. I went in 
as a helper and worked my way up. 

“IT earned $65 a month setting meters 
and ironing pipes. I was later given a 
job tracing stoves at $50 a month, and 
last year was started out as a solicitor 
at $35 a month. Last November the sal- 
aries for solicitors were discontinued 


and the men were put on a commission 


basis. 
Charges Unfairness, 
“Since then 500 nen have been tried 
out as solicitors. I was not treated 


- fairly in the matter of commissions, and 


the other men were not. So I decided to 
go over to the light committee's meet- 
ing and urge the passage of the natural 
gas bill. 

“I see that Mr. Holman, secretary of 
says no salaries have been 
cut. I know that the salaries of the 
clerks, fitters, drivers and meter readers 
were cut. Meter readers are now paid 
$3 and $40 a month, bill boys $20, and the 
salaries of the clerks were cut $ and £10 
a@month. As a result a great many of 
the employes of the compa: . are dissat- 
isfied, and would be glad to see another 
company enter business here. I earned 
$40 a month in commissions that I nev- 
er could get. Besides, all the solicitors 
have to give bond for $1000.”’ 

Mr. Holman was informed of the 
statement made by Mr. Knapp. He said: 
“These statements are not true. They 
are so unreasonable that I do not wish 
to enter into any controversy with Mr. 
Knapp. 1 have nothing to say.’’

The butchers say it 
was the first time in their experience 
that they had seen so many hair- 
balls in any bovine stomach and they 
never had seen any at all in such a 
youner calf. 

Hairbal!s in the stomachs of cows 
are formed by the hair licked up by 
the animals in friendly greetings of 
their kind.

Majority of New York Stocks 
Suffer Losses on 
Saturday. 








NEW YORK, Sept. 
session of the stock market was a tame 
affair in comparison with the strenuous 
operations of the week on the “street.” 
Not only was the volume of trading 
less, but the fluctuations in prices were 
by no means as rapid or as wide. The 
tendency of the market from the open- 
ing was downward, although some few 
issues showed early strength, which 
was dissipated, almost entirely, before 
the close. 

Rock Island preferred was a feature 
of the early trading.
